The first annual conference under the law of July 1, 1902, of dele- 
gates from the health authorities of the States with the Surgeon- 
General of the Public Health and Marine-Hospital Service, was held 
on June 3, 1903, at the New Willard Hotel, Washington, D. C, the 
conference being called to order by the Surgeon-General at 10 o'clock 
a. m., and final adjournment being taken at 5.30 o'clock p. m. Twenty- 
three States were represented by delegates, three others sending letters 
of regret.
